HOW BRITISH SHIPOWNERS 
DESTROY BRITISH TRADE. 
: —__+—_——. ; 

The merchants who complain about the 
gudual ousting of British manufactares by those 
ofGermany and Belgium wauld do well 'to note 
that a great deal.of the lofluence at work is not 
‘sech as can be met by legislatlon nor by cont 
meiclal misstons, and ls quite distinct from the 
shortcomings or moprogressiveness ofthe manus 
factarers, ‘The princtpal factor is the differential 
scala of frelgbts imposed by the British ship- 
owners, who put an almest prohibitive tariff on 
frelghts from British ports, even In vessels which 
lad on both sides of the North Sea for each 
voyage. Areport on the subject, farnished by 
Mr Stuart, the Regittrar of Imports and, 
Exports ‘at Singapore, and forwarded to Mr. 
Chombestaln-by Sir C. Mitchell, includes the
